choice voting. 


MAY OFFSET HOOVER 


The possibility is being discussed 


that the Lowden bloc will be strong 
enough to offset the Hoover group of 
delegates. 
In other words, the first 


deadlock may come between the Low- 
den and Hoover camps. 


Behind the Lowden movement is a 


capable management which has once 
before rolled up a sizeable nuinber of 
delegates. Tt is not the same person- 
nel as before but one that knows how 
to make inroads in the state delega- 
tions. It would not be surprising, for 
instance, to find the Lowden manag- 
ers getting pledges from a majority 
of both the Indiana and Ohio delega- 
tions;. 


The chief reason for believing that 


the Lowden boom will grow is the ex- 
pectation' that President Coolidge will 
veto the McNary-Haugen bill and 
that the western Republicans will be- 
come so antagonized as to drop all 
thought of supporting the Coolidge 
administration, 
which,

m^ans at present Secretary Hoover 
too. 
Amendments to the old McNary- 


llaugen bill are believed to have ac- 
ciuired additional support in the mid- 
illcwest. 


The argument is being offered, on 


the other hand, by the Hoover people

Certainly the veto of the McNary- 


llaugen bill will prove a turning point 
and probably will give the Lowden 
boom added strength. 
AVhether the 


handicap of an

Governor Lowden has had in the past 
will prevent him from getting a ma- 
jority is beside the question at the 
moment. The important fact is that 
his boom is growing and that he will 
become a factor in his own right at 
the convention and not a stalking 
horse for anybody else.

from mothers clubs, parent teacher

by Mrs. Edith E. Hoyt, assistant pro- 
fessor of education, deal with 
such 


subjects as education for parenthood 
and family life, guidance functions in 
secondary\schools, youtb. and the new 
age, early adolescense characteristics, 
hazards a*nd possibilities; elementary 
school prbblems, what the school ex- 
pects of the child at certain ages, the 
meaning of the first three years of 
life, and child development from infan- 
cy through school. 


Mrs. Hoyt holds that the "vocation 


of parenthood has taken on new diffi- 
culties and obligations under new con 
ditions of modern life. 
One of 
the 


most practical and necessary aspects 
•of adult education is that relating to 
nurture of children in the home." 


Mechanical details for the courses

Declarer will see that he can take 


five trump tricks, one Heart trick, 
two Diamond tricks 
and one Club 


trick—a total of nine, one short of 
game. There is no way In which he 
can utilize Dummy's trumps for ruf- 
fing and consequently only one possi- 
ble way of making the extra trick, 
and that depends upon finding the six 
adverse Hearts divided three in each 
hand. In that case Declarer probably 
will be able to make up a thirteenth 
Heart in Dummy and get a much 
needed discard on it. 
Of course the 


probability is that the six adverse 
Hearts will not be 
evenly divided; 


however, it can do no harm to try. 


Declarer should win the first trick 


with the Ace; if he won with the 
King, tot adversaries could mark the 
Ace in his hand; but if he win with 
the Ace, while East will know that 


has the King because West would 


not have led the Queen from King- 
Queen, West will not be sure about 
t because, from West's 
standpoint, 


East might have the King. 
Then 


Declarer should exhaust the adverse 
trumps which probably can be accom- 
plished in three rounds; then lead a 
Heart from Closed Hand and duck in 
Dummy no matter what Heart West 
may play.

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THE D. A. R. "BLACKLIST" 


When the 
officers in charge of the 


Massachusetts branch of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution sent out a list 
of men and women whom it blacklisted 
for speaking purposes before its various 
branches or chapters, it had no idea of 
the amount of controversy it was origi- 
nating. 
Most of the country gasped 


when it read the list of those blacklisted, 
gasped at the very idea. The list included 
such men as William Allen White, David 
Starr Jordan, Bishop Francis J. McCon- 
nell and Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, all, it is 
true, in the front rank of reform with 
many ideas that may be mere visions, but 
what man is not entitled to an honest 
vision and to the right to paint it as best 
he knows how to his fellowmen? 


The position taken by the D. A. R. 


struck most of the country as being reac- 
tionary, triple plus. 


William Allen White answered in this 


.wise: 


"The Kansas D. A. R. sent out my 


name on its blacklist nearly two years 
ago, and the net effect of the action was 
to get the D. A. R. laughed at. 
I am 


classed as a 'Socialist' on the list, altho 
'I have contributed to the Republican 
party^ campaign funds—local, state, and 
national—for years. In 1924 I had a per- 
sonal letter 
from 
President Coolidge 


thanking me for my help in that cam- 
paign. This year I am one of the big sev- 
en delegates-at-large to the National Re- 
publican 
Convention 
instructed for 


Charles Curtis, who is as conservative as 
Joe Cannon himself. 


"The D. A. R. also blacklists the Y. M. 


C.'A., the Y. W. C. A., the National Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, the League 
of Women Voters, and all anti-child labor 
organizations as Communistic. 


"I assume"this is the real reason I am 


on the list. I always have supported these 
five organizations, and if they are Bolshe- 
vistic, then I am a Marxian reeking from 
Moscow. 


"For a man to be branded Socialistic 


who has opposed the 
McNary-Haugen 


bill, supported the Coolidge armament 
program, and stood for Senator Curtis for 
President, is just funny. It shows what 
happens when the brass buttons of the re- 
tired Army officers in Washington hyp- 
notize the nice old girls of the D. A. R. 


"The D. A. R. is all right—just foolish 


leadership and a taste for idle, apoplectic 
old gentlemen in red flannels who escape 
the boredom of their rich wives by sitting 
in club windows in Washington and be- 
moaning the 
decadence of a growing 


world." 


The so-called blacklist has brought 


forth a deluge of criticism and 
opposi- 


tion from all corners of the country, some 
with sharp words, much in lighter vein, 
all of it standing up valiantly for the D. 
A. R. as an organization with the finest 
historical traditions of anything in Amer- 
ica but taking the officers to account for 
the claimed departure 
from 
American 


ideals, or at least the lack of understand- 
ing i-i the policy pursued. 


On the other hand the position taken 


by Mrs. William Sherman Walker, chair- 
man of the Defense Committee of the D. 
A. R., has merit. "If Republicans do not 
invite Democrats to make their keynote 
speeches," said Mrs. Sherman, 
"why 


should strong national defense ach ocale*. 
like the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, invite obstructionists to set their 
programs in motion? We arc strong- na- 
tionalists, and proud of it. We love our 
country, and put our country first. How, 
then, could we have sympathy with those 
who would make of our country one 
grand international conglomeration?" 


But this defense is not an entirely sat- 


isfactory one. While it is true that the D. 
A. R. is in a sense a private organization, 
its history, its associations and partic- 
ularly its influence give it the character 
of more than mere privacy. And when, as 
is claimed, this blacklist has been 
sent 


broadcast to churches, schools, clubs and 
societies of all sorts urging them to per- 
mit none of the persons on the blacklist 


to address their people, a serious tactical 
blunder, we think, has been made. It is a 
short-sighted policy that ever attempts to 
shut off the voice of the opposition. It is 
a farsighted policy that aims to educate 
the people so that they may correctly 
weigh the different voices they hear and 
decide intelligently. Under our system of 
government, and no one should under- 
stand that any better than the D. A. R., 
but one voice should ever be stifled, the 
voice that preaches violence and disrup- 
tion, bloodshed and terror, the voice of 
communism as we know it. 


Not only William Allen White but 


other weU known and reliable men and 
women both within and without the D. 
A. R. insist that the present leaders of 
that organization have made themselves 
but putty in the ha»ds-of militarist so- 
cieties, organizations working on a pol- 
icy of strong national defense but per- 
haps working further than that. 


This government is committed to a 


policy of strong national defense. 
It is 


pursuing that policy now. It will em- 
phatically pursue that policy in the fu- 
ture. It is going to be ready for the next 
war. This sort of preparation will insure 
its success on the next bloody battlefields, 
success at a minimum of expenditure in 
men and treasure. .The D. A. R. has had 
a strong hand in helping to shape this 
policy. For that it is to be tl. inked. 
It 


took the course of practical wisdom. It 
is not to be sidetracked by the specious 
preachings of pacificists, 
foi the most 


part 
people who prefer the 
actual 


shackles of slavery to the necessity of 
spilling a drop of blood, least of all, their 
own. 


But we must point out a clear and 


sharp difference between a strong policy 
of national defense and a militarist policy. 
The one is essential to national existence, 
the other is certain to insure national de- 
struction. 
A strong policy of national 


defense means the creation and training 
of competent, well disciplined armies and 
navies, and- the necessary preparation 
that takes years in the doing and cannot 
be done in the face of a conflict. 
This 


means a strong support of the army and 
navy within their own proper spheres. It 
stops there and the stop is precipitous. To 
go a step further is dangerous. 


A militarist policy includes giving to 


the army and navy, directly or by influ- 
ence, the shaping or control of national 
policies that are now and always have 
been, in the United States, classified as 
civilian. That must not be done'" under 
any circumstances. That was the ruin of 
Germany. It -will be the ruin of Italy. It 
cannot fail to be the ruin of any nation. 
Even a gallant soldier like General Sher- 
man was called sharply to account by 
Lincoln's Secretary of War for presum- 
ing to dictate the terms of surrender to a 
Confederate army without the approval 
of the civil authorities. General Grant un- 
derstood the distinction plainly enough to 
submit the terms of surrender he pro- 
posed to make to Lee to President Lin- 
coln for confirmation. 
That shows the 


sharp line that divides the military from 
the civil. 
That is why the constitution 


expressly provides that a civilian, the 
president, shall be Commander-in-Chief 
of the a-rmy and navy. Everything that 
can be done to strengthen the military 
forces must be done, but the authority of 
military leaders ends when the battle is 
over. 


The D. A. R. blacklist is not in con- 


formity to American ideals which are the 
ideals of the D. A. R. itself. The D. A. R. 
principle of national defense is fine and 
will continue to be a strong aid in the 
future of the nation. The blacklist was a 
mistake.

Alas! the New Scarecrow Doesn't Seem to Be Very Effective 


, 
THE DARK AGE OF 1928 


Your own public health department is largely 


responsible for some of the most serious epidemics 
of scarlet fever, measles and diphtheria that break 
put among school children. The health department 
is responsible because of the timidity and vacilla- 
tion that characterizes its policy in dealing with 
communicable disease; and because of the equivocal 
attitude your constituted health authorities take in 
reference to the spread of infection in the early 
stage of the epidemic. 


Here is a current instance of the unsanitary in- 


fluence of this maladministration of• public health. 
In a public school 'of an eastern city where both 
medical school inspection and school nm&es are 
provided under the control of the health depart- 
ment, a child came to school with an alleged "head 
cold." The teacher noticed that the child's eyes 
were red and irritated, too, and being a fairly in- 
telligent person, though young and unsophisticated 
m the tricks of the trade, she sent the child to the 
principal to obtain consent to excuse tho child from 
school. The principal, being old and experienced 
and anxious to avoid "friction" with parents and all 
that sort of thing, sent the youngster back to the 
class room, pooh poohed the teacher's anxiety, as- 
sured her she was inexperienced ana incapable of 
recognizing measles, and went his way. Within the 
next few days this child was down with measles, 
and about 10 or 11 of his classmates, seated near 
him in the school room quickly followed. 


The'ignorance and selfishness of the principal in 


this instance are about equally deplorable, and both 
must be credited mainly to the attitude of the local 
health 
authorities. 
The principal doubtless has 


plenty of troubles to iron out and remedy, without 
adding the ire or resentment of selfish and ignorant 
parents—the kind of parents that resent the ex- 
clusion of a child from school on mere suspicion 
of communicable disease, especially when nothing 
very serious develops after all. But I maintain that 
if the local health authorities took the right attitude 
and had the moral courage to teach what every 
sanitarian knows should be taught the public about 
the prevention of these epidemics, there would be no 
occasion for such selfishness and such fatal negli- 
gence on the part of school authorities. 


Of course the teaching I refer to is just this: 


That for all practical purposes there is no such 
thing as a noncomrnunicable "cold." There must be 
an inflexible rule or regulation excluding from the 
class room every teacher and every pupil who pur- 
ports to have any sueh "cold." The health authori- 
ties know that this is absolutely sound practice, and 
sometimes in unguarded moments they even admit 
it and try to apologize for their vacillation by say- 
ing the public is not near ready for strict quaran- 
tine of the much too common unidentified respira- 
tory infections. Even so, is the health department 
justified in aiding and abetting school principals or 
others in cultivating epidemics of measles? Is not 
the constituted public health authority responsible 
for such epidemics when it fails to impress upon 
principals or other school people the heinousness of 
permitting a pupil or teacher with any such illness 
to remain in school?

general charge of-all Federal peniten. 
tiaries and keeps in close touch with 
how things are going in those Insti- 
tutions. Many reports come in regard- 
ing management, condition of prison- 
ers, and such matters and the most 
interesting are those which indicate 
the type of prisoners and the knid of 
life led by them. 


Prison, it appears, is not so bad af- 


ter all, provided the prisoner has 
money or has friends on the outside 
willing to provide him with the lux- 
uries of life. Indeed, prison might 
almost be recommended to those who 
need a rest from the more strenuous 
vocations of,life; that is, a short term 
—a year or two.

As for houses that are 
partly modern and 
therefore 
have 


cheaper rents, well, in the words of 
one realtor, "There ain't no such an- 
imal." 


The family that can pay a fair rent 


for a home which is not all modern 
has a tough time finding a house in 
the city the survey shows. A fair rent 
is one which runs from $35 to $50 a 
month and is a sum that a man earn- 
ing a fair salary can scrape together 
to have a roof over his head.

sect lift, it is sure to be injured and 
die. 


"The mother has to train herself in 


baby care and then make it. obvious to 
the baby's father, little brothers and 
sisters, and to all of their friends and 
relations who 'just love babies and 
little children,' but who never raised 
one from the seed up to full stature, 
that this little life is in charge of a 
cautious nurseryman," 
declares the 


bulletin of the State Medical Society. 
"Mothers must teach people that when 
they have a running nose, a cough, or 
are sneezing, they cannot hold, kiss, 
play with, or handle the food or even 
sit at the table with the baby. 


"Meanwhile the mother should build

Where 
there are other ehildien in the family 
who have had the disease, isolation is 
just as important, for the well child 
running about may bring to the sick 
one some disease germ which the sick 
child is too weak to resist even though 
he may be recovering from the original 
disease."

Wisconsin motorists has been con- 


ducting a siege of concrete culvert enc 
walls. The highway commission found 
that these reinforced uprights 
along 


the roadsides topping off culverts some 
times proved to be tombstones for the 
motorist. At least they mashed up a 
large number of bumpers nnd fenders.

Interesting Story of Affair Is 


Told by Popular Candidate

Hoover his first big job and started 
him on the road to wealth.

CLEARED BRANCHES,. 


SPRAY AND MANURE 


WILL DO THE TRICK 


Two Hours Work Will Pu 


Old Eye-sores on a New 
Production Basis 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


What is to happen to the old apple 


tree in the back yard this spruig? For 
merly it bore apples enough each fal 
to supply the family through the win 
ter, but the past few years, it has been 
making a dismal failure of fruit pro 
auction in quantity and quality. What 
are the causes of the former produc 
tivity of the tree and its failure of late 
years? Can these causes be pointed 
out and removed? 


The old tree -was planted years ago 


at the spot it still occupies and its 
roots were in the center of a definite 
food supply. As the food near 
the 


trunk •was exhausted, the roots reach 
ed out farther into the untouched part 
of the food supply. One of the causes 
of the tree's decadence is that it used 
the greater part of its energy in ex 
tending its root system to reach the 
food it needs and the rest in support of 
a net work of branches above, and has 
no surplus for the construction of ap 
pies. The old tree is actually starving 
and, like an animal in that condition 
it needs to be fed and revived. 


The net work of branches shuts out 


the currents of air and the rays of 
sunlight, both of -uhich are.necessary 
to the health and productiveness of 
the old tree. 


In its starved condition, the tree has 


become the prey of myriads of pests, 
that injure its buds, 
bloom, 
fruit, 


leaves, bark and roots. 


If lack of food, a load of branches 


too large and too dense foliage, a root 
system too extensive to be economical^ 
and pests, are the causes of the pres- 
ent condition of the old apple tree, 
there is no other chance for the recov- 
ery of the old tree but the remova^ of 
the causes. 


The first aid is to remove the dead 


wood, the crowding crossing and inter- 
fering branches, from the bottom of 
the branching system to its top with 
a sharp tool that neither haggles nor 
tears, nor leaves wounds hard to heal. 


After opening up the tree to the 


air and sunlight and painting 
the 


wounds to prevent excessive drainage, 
the ground below should be loosened 
up and leveled so that falling water 
may reach the roots. 


The next thing tp be done is to 


feed the tree ^when the frost is leav- 
ing the ground with barnyard manure 
as a coating under the drip of the 
branches where the feeding rootlets 
can reach the manure. In fertilizing 
trees, it is a mistake to pile manure 
around the trunk of a tree or to scat- 
ter commercial fertilizer there as the 
trunk is not the feeding ground of a 
tree. If manure is not available, as in 
cities, 8 pounds of nitrate commercial 
fertilizer may be used in place of it. 


The last kind act that can be per- 


formed m the reouvlnation of the old 
apple tree is to spray it with the best 
sprays to be had to kill pests as soon 
as they arrive and before any dam- 
age is done. 


If this nursing program is adopted 


for use, trees will revive and respond 
to the treatment 
with bushels of 


choice fruit. The treatment costg ve- 
ry little in money or labor^ In two 
hours time the pruning and the work 
mg of the ground can be done, 
A 


peck of apples from the tree will pay 
the cost of spray and spraying and 
fifty cents will pay for the fertilizer.

per cent of normal on April 1 this 
year as compared with 90 per cent 
for last jcar and a 10-year average 
of $9 per cesnt.

Reed's most significant discoveries is 
the fact of the occurrence of specializ- 
ed races of oats smuts, "families" of 
the disease which vary in their prefer- 
ence for different strains of oats and 
in their behavior under specific cir- 
cumstances. 


Smut Is known to 
almost 
every 


grain grower as a disease which con- 
verts the valuable kernels of the heads 
Into a black, useless powder about the 
time of harvest. Dr. Reed says the 
annual toll of these diseases amounts 
to more than five per cent of the na- 
tion's entire grain crop and in indivi- 
dual cases a farmer may find 80 to 90 
per cent of his grain destroyed. Oats, 
barley, wheat, rye, corn and sorghum 
are subject to attacks.

* Washington —UP)— A warning to 
those "who are "willing to surrender 
local 
self-government"

agencies or private interests was cou 
pled by President Coolidge Monday 
night with an 
admonition 
againsl 


putting the government in the field of 
business. 


Addressing the Congress of the 


Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, the President elaborated exten- 
sively on those two themes but gave 
no indication whether his views were 
prompted by recent incidents or legis- 
lative proposals before the 
federa 


Congress. 


Observing that there are always 


"those who are willing to surrender 
local self-government and turn 
over 


their affairs to some national author- 
ity in exchange for a payment ol 
money out of ihe Federal Treasury/' 
the President continued: 


"Whenever they find 
that 
some 


abuse needs correction in their neigh- 
borhood, instead of applying a rem- 
edy themselves they seek to have a 
tribunal sent on from Washington to 
discharge their duties for them, regard- 
less of the fact that in accepting such 
supervision they are bartering away 
their freedom." 


Government, 
Mr. 
Coolidge 
said, 


must be kept out of business. 


"If the people are to remain polit- 


ically free they must be economic- 
ally free,'" he asserted. "Their only 
hope in that direction is for them to 
keep their own business in their own 
hands." 


He expressed a belief that public 


ownership leads inevitably to a "po- 
sition 
of 
entrenched 
selfishness, 


•where a great body of public employ- 
es and large outside interests are in 
virtual control, with the general pub- 
lic paying a high cost for poor ser- 
vice." "With all the care that it is 
possible to exercise," he said, "a sit 
nation of tins' kind becomes entangled 
in favoritism and is always in great 
danger of causing 
corruption 
and 


scandal." 


Stressing local self-government as his 


topic and emphasizing that for this 
ideal the revolution was fought to the 
end that the individual might be "free 
to manage his own affairs, whether 
they were economic, political or re- 
ligious," the President continued: 


"At certain times and in certain 


places we have been, neglectful of it, 
and the power of self government, in- 
stead of being retained by the peo- 
ple, has been exercised by those who 
were serving their own private inter- 
ests rather than the public welfare. 
But the people have always aroused 
themselves and recaptured the- con- 
trol of their own affairs." 


Turning to state rights, he said: 
"Wo have long since realized that 


we have become one nation. But it 
is a nation founded 
on individual 
states. Their rights ought always to 
be 
scrupulously 
regarded. 
Unless 


their actions are such as to violate 
the Constitution and seriously inter- 
fere with rights of 
other 
States, 


they should be left to select their own 
problem in their own way under the 
pressure of public 
opinion, rather 
than have outside authority step in 
to attempt to solve it for them. 


"If we are going to have local self- 


government with all of its advantag- 
es, we can not escape from some of 
its limitations. When authority is lo- 
cated afar off it is necessarily 
less 


well informed, less sympathetic and 
less responsive 
to 
public require- 


ments. When it is close at hand, it is 
more likely to be executed publicly 
and in the public interest. Having a 
personal contact, it is more humane 
and more charitable. On the 
other 


hand, rights cannot be long preserved 
unless they are accompanied by a dis- 
charge of obligations. States' rights 
cannot be used indefinitely to perpet- 
uate national wrongs."
